on Sundays would be included. It is cus- 
tom to weigh the mails every four 
vears for ninety successive “working 
days."" The weight of the mails carried 
on Sundays being included; the ttal 
number of days the mail weight ac- 
tually was taken aggregated 105 in the 
three months weighing. Instead of di- 
viding the total for the 105 days by 105 
to obtain the average daily weight, it 
was divided by 90, the number of ‘‘work- 
ing days.’ This system was of immense 
advantage to the railroads, as by it their 
average daily weight on which they were 
paid by the government was increased 
materially.

Fishing for Sponges. 
(From Pearson's Weekly.) 

Lying on his chest along the boat's 
deck, the sponge fisher, with his, water 
glass—a pane set in a box fitted with 
handles—looks down forty feet into the 
clear depths. With one hand he grasps 
and einks a_ stender pole, sometimes 
fifty feet in length, fitted at the end 
with a double hook. The sponge once 
discovered, the hook is deftly inserted at 
the recky base and by a sudden jerk the 
sponge is detached. This curt description 
of what seems the simple work of sponge 
fishing gives no idea of the real skill 
and exertiow needed. The eye of the 
fisher has to be trained by long’ ex- 
perience to peer into the sea and tell.the 
commercially valuable sponges from 
those that are worthlese. He must have 
a deft hang to detach the sponge with- 
out a tear. Above all, while doing this 
with one hand the must manipulate 
with the other the water glass, as the 
waves sway it sideways and up and down, 
The strain on the eye and body is most 
intense, to sav nothing of the cramped | 
position and exposure to wind and wet, : 
which, first and last, make almost every 
sponge fisher a victim of acute rheuma- 
tism.
